West Sixty-sixth street, said that she 
knew Mrs. Gray very well. She said 
that Mrs. Gray's husband, who was a 
wealthy Chicago man, died in May of 
last year at New Orleans, and in July 
Ifter'his death. 
Mrs. Gray came to 


N'ew York and took apartments with 
her. 
She stayed until some time after 


Thanksgiving.

"Mrs. Gray met Charles Stoneham 


hi the early fall," said Mrs. Santord. 
He is a Jersey City man, married and 
with a family. A few days ago a lit- 
tle son of his was drowned, and after 
his son's death "he determined to give 
up Mrs. 'Gray. He called up and told 
her so. Mrs. .Gray threatened to com- 
mit suicide unless he returned to her."

Secret Agents Tried to Ruin a Rival 


and Swore Falsely 


in Court. 


PEORIA, HI., May «.—The Grand Jury 


at Pekln, 111., has returned indictments 
against two high officials of the Stand- 
ard Oil Company.

Monday.

In 1901 Fred Hamsult purchased from 


a man who represented himself to be an 
agent of the Standard Oil Company, a 
tank wagon used in peddling- oil about 
the streets of the city. 


After a. time he ceased to handle the 


Standard Oil and began to sell the pro- 
duct of the Royal Oil Company. Repeated 
efforts to get Hamsult to;buy from the 
Standard having failed, Charles Kersher 
arrived on the scene and after failure to 
induce Hamsuit to return to the Stand- 
ard, filed suit in the Court ot -Justice 
Rapp 'to replevin the wagon swearing 
that it was his property. He made the 
case • stick, furnished the necessary re- 
plevin bond and -on May 19, 1902, w.as 
given possession of the property. 
The case was called to. the attention .of 
the'office of the Attorney-General In the 
State of Ohio and in conjunction with 
the 
City Attorney of Pekln, Charles 
Schaefer, evidence was secured.. which 
showed conclusively that the property 
belonged to the .Standard Oil Company, 


and that Kersher, who replevlned It, 
a secret service man In their employ. 
City Attorney Schaefer is authority for 
the statement that every effort will be 
made to bring the two officials to Fekin 
for trial. 
'. In a statement before he left Pekin 
'Kereher said that he>• was acting ai 
district manager for the Standard Ol 
Company at the time and that he wa 
sent to Pekin with orders to break up 
competition In that city. He also said 
that the official who had Jurisdiction 
over the Ohio district was S. T. Col- 
Hngs of Cincinnati. 


Kercher also mentioned the name o 
G. W. Taylor, of Kentucky.

pany it was said today that Taylor 
was not an official of'the company a 
any time, but was simply an employe 
of the company.

HER BL&UTY. 


Wife of George E* Lawrence 


Tells Her Story in 


Police Court.

George E. Lawrence, the young capi- 
talist who' formerly resided on Pied 
mont Heights, on a. charge of assault 
to murder his wife, Laura I. La-wrence 
was begu this morning before Police 
Judge Samuels. 


Lawrence is accused of slashing the 


cheek and throat of his wife with a 
knife, after one of many family quar- 
rels. The assault was alleged to have 
occurred in February. 


At first the wife was not disposed to 
prosecute her husband, who was ar- 
rested at that time on a charge of 
drunkenness and permitted.' him to 
serve three days 
in jail 
so that he 
might sober up. She says continued 
threats against her life and the -life of 
her child, after he got out of jail, in- 
duced her to have her spouse, whom 
she is suing for divorce, to be arrest- 
ed on a felony charge. . 


Until yesterday Lawrence was con- 


fined In jail, being unable 
to secure 


bail, although in the divorce cjjmplaint 
the wife alleges he Is worth 5250.000. 
The reason of money being tight 


with La.wrence is that his wife has all 
his funds tied up by an 
injunction 
pending the final outcome of the di- 
vorce complaint. 


OFTEN HIT HER. 


According to the wife's 
testimony 


this morning, it was a common prac- 
tice for Lawrence while talking to her 
to hit her in the mouth or any other 
part of her body that was convenient. 
During the two days 
preceding the 


slashing- of Mrs. Lawrence says that 
her husband made no less than three 
of of these unexpected assaults on her 
person blackening her eye in one in- 
stance and compelling her to take to 
her bed in another because of a blow 
in the stomach. 


COULDN'T STAY HOME. 


"I had not been living in the home 


which I own for 'two months, owing to 
the threats made iy my 
husband," 


sadd the wife on the stand. I had been 
living with two neighbors, Mrs. Spin- 
gler and Mrs. Burton. 
- -'On February 14 I returned home to 
take care of William James an old

who has been with my family 


for years. He was ill and needed .at- 
tention. When I went into the house 
iny husband soon followed me.

Editors Argonaut • As I am in- 


debted to your courtesy for space 
in your columns, I desire not to 
be controversial. 
There is no 


evidence of the extraordinary fe- 
cundity of the 
races 
in Easter 


Asia. Chinese statesmen have as- 
sured m6 that there is ample room 
in that empire for the expansion 
of its population. 
At present, it 


is congested on the coast, rivers, 
and canals, because draft animals 
are not much used, and the popu- 
lation is near the water because 
it is a facility for travel. Railways 
to the interior will change all this, 
and the Chinese will find ample 
room for expansion in their own 
country. The Japanese have been 
on their islands for 4,500 years, 
and like the Chinese, were living 
there in seclusion and peace, and 
would be today had not the West- 
ern nations forcibly invaded them, 
in denial of their right to keep by 
themselves. If it be impossible for 
the white man and the yellow to 
dwell together in peace and ami- 
ty on the same soil, why not re- 
spect that principle and cease its 
violation by forcing the white man 
into 
Eastern 
Asia? 
Marquis 


Tseng, an astute Chinese states- 
man, 
was logical when he said 


that if China were opened to the 
world the world must be opened 
to China. 
But the West sent 


armies to loot and outrage the 
Chinese 
when the Boxers rose 


against the whites, and Russia im- 
proved the opportunity to steal 
Manchuria. Yet our Boxers have 
burned Chinese to death like rats 
in a stack, and within a few weeks 
bave by force driven 'both Chinese 
and Japanese out of communities 
where they had the right of domi- 
cile under our laws and treaties. 
You fear the supremacy of East- 
ern Asiatics through the operation 
of the law of evolution and the 
survival of the fittest, and yet it 
is expected that evblution will be 
knocked out by a sand-lot mass- 
meeting in San Francisco. Your 
argument is that our civilization 
is destroying the race that achiev- 
ed it. 
If that be so, I am not 


aware that the process can be 
stayed by foaming at a race whose 
civilization is consistent with its 
perpetuity. 


My sole contention is that all 


immigration should be 
treated 


alike, subjected to the same rules 
of exclusion, and that if we need 
imported labor it should be non- 
assimilating and non-voting. 
As 


to the need of it here, there is evi- 
dence on every hand. California 
requires limited Chinese immigra- 
tion to do labor 'that white men 
will not do, but that is necessary 
to preserve enormous investments 
of our people in productive prop- 
erty. It is not a question of cheap- 
ness. 
There is not a white, em- 


ployer of the" kind of labor requir- 
ed but will pay Chinese more than 
white men because of their perfect- 
reliability. What~I''say of thi«-i» 


what is thought of it by thousands 
of white men in this State, whose 
property is' annually wasting and 
shrinking for lack of Chinese la- 
bor, All of them will not say as I 
do, for some of theth don't want 
it laid up against them, when they 
run for' office, to serve as mater- 
ial for the use of the loafer and 
demagogue. It has nothing to do 
with the world problem of races. 
Accepting the orthodox Christian 
idea that God made all the races 
Of man 
as special creations, it 


seems an impeachment of omnis- 
cience to make a fuss because He 
did not stop when the white man 
was finished and not run us all 
up against an "obelisk of cosmic 
destiny" by crowding the cradle 
with such a. variety. 


Since my last letter was writ- 


ten 25,000 immigrants from south- 
ern Europe have landed at East- 
ern ports, in various conditions of 
squalor and 
unfitness, but all 


ready to vote and assimilate. 
Which are likely to do the more 
harm to our

and politics—that shaggy hoard, 
or the two or three hundred 
Asiatics that came in the same 
period.

from 26.8 to 32,7 in the last dec- 
ade.

The Railroads and the Canal. 


James J. Hill, the magnate of the Great Northern railroad, is 


to be admired for his frankness, if nothing else. Speaking to the 
Secretary of War, he said "After the Panama Canal is finished the 
transcontinental railroads will make rates so much lower than the 
all-water route that people will wonder why they were so foolish as 
to authorize the construction of the waterway." Mr. Hill confesses 
judgment on the pleadings. 


The chief object sought to be attained by constructing the canal 


is a reduction of transcontinental freight rates. A secondary one, 
is the establishment of an all-water route free to all on equal terms 
that will forever be a bar to pooling and discrimination. Whether 
the freight goes by water or rail, the object of the canal will have 
been accomplished. 


But if. the railroads can make transcontinental freight rates lower 


than profitable rates by the all-water route, "after the canal is fin- 
ished," why cannot they make them lower now? Do what they may 
the canal is bound to take some of the traffic now carried by the rail- 
roads, and will take the bulk of it if the rates are not cut down to 
somewhere near the cost of carriage by water. This was foreseen 
when the canal was authorized and furnished one of the strongest 
arguments in favor of its construction.

States Government is constructing the canal as a money-making en 
terprise. On the contrary, it is. being built as a commercial and mil 
itary necessity, and for strategic reasons. Mr. Hill finds it conven 
ient to ignore the real motive for the canal and represent it as a purely 
competitive commercial enterprise.

Whatever the merits of the controversy between the Teamsters' Union 
and the Employers' Association, the methods adopted by the strikers to 
carry their point shifted the issue to a question of maintaining law 
and order. For a week the streets of Chicago ha^e been scenes of 
riot and bloodshed, and the violence and disorder finally aroused public 
opinion to the necessity of suppressing what had developed into an 
organized attempt to nullify the laws and the liberty of personal action.

WASHINGTON, May 6—"1 see a great hullabaloo is made over the sad 


plight of the Fourteenth Cavalry scouts who were obliged to subsist for 
nineteen days on monkey meat while out in the Moro country," said an 
army officer at the War Department. 


"Why, do you know that money steak when properly cooked is one of 


the most'succulent of dishes? I have tasted it myself 
while out in the 


Philippines And I know whereof I speak when I say it is not great priva- 
tion to ha-ve to substitute that kind of meat for the soldiers' regular menu. 


"How 
does it taste? Well, of course, it all depends on the size and age 


of the monkey obtained for the repast. The age is most important. Some 
of those Philippine apes are reputed to be antedeluvians and a piece of 
broiled century-old monkey is, of course, not quite as tender as spring lamb, 
for instance. 


"However, I have no doubt the chefs in those scouting parties of the 


Fourteenth, knew quite well how to select their game and never cooked 
anything but the young ones 
The meat of a young monkey, I should say, 


tastes very much like that of a rabbit 


"The best steak is taken from the haunches. When done to a crisp be- 


fore an open fire with the proper amount of salt, it is quite a delicacy. 


"After all, most of the natural prejudice which we have against eating 


monkey meat is the fact that the beasts look so much like a man. One feels 
almost like a cannibal when he knows that the meat which is served up to 
him is that of such a human looking brute as the Philippine monkey.

Lord Mayors and . the. flags of colonies. 
Arranged behind the Lord Mayor and Mr. | 
Choate was the corporation plate e'er. - 
terpieoe, crossed by a huge sword and 
mace, while the smaller pieces of this 
wonderful silver service, including .tha 
enormous loving cup, were used on tha 
tables. 
The rich red uniforms of the 


army officers, together 
with 
those of 


members, of the municipal government 
•and ,a vast number of red-coated,'pow- 
'dered household attendants, made a gala 
scene. 


The Archbishop ' of 
Canterbury pro- 


nounced grace and the benediction. The 
aged Lord Mayor, a white-bearded, pic- 
turesque figure In'his rich costume, rose 
and toaeted the King and Queen- Sir 
Henry 
Campbell-Bennerman 
proposed 


"The President;1' eulogizing him as a 
"genuine typical character of America, 
an official friend of peace, though per- 
haps not a quiescent disposition." 


Premier Balfour, in toasting Mr. Choate, 
said:

"No 
greater • honor could have been 


done me 
than 
to have proposed this 
toast." 
being the host of Great Britain on this 
being the host o fGr.eat Britain on this 
memorable occasion. Mr. Choate, he saiu, 
had been with Britons In days of mourn- 
ing and rejoicing, of disaster and of vic- 
tory, not only as the representative of; 
a-great State, but ever ready to take his 
part In any phase of. British public life 
not connected, with politics, and had ever 
played his part with distinction. 
He 


hoped Mr. 
Choate 
would carry away 


with him much more than merely diplo- 
matic ideas.

Mr. Balfour dilated on the close rela- 


tionship between the two countries and 
.the common sentiment - at amity which 
survived always despite .the mistakes of 
official leaders. 
He said that with the 


lapse of decades the old bitterness had 
been lost in the historic past; that, all 
causes of difficulty had vanished and that 
there had emerged slowly' but surely a

lightful relations now existing between 
the united countries. If I have contrib- 
uted to maintain what I found on .taking 
up my post the last six years will .bo 
the proudest of my life. 
The real rea- 


son for* the happy state of affairs, be-, 
tween the countries does not belong to 
any Ambassador, but the' two men re- 
sponsible for their .relations ;are -Lord 
Lansdowne and. Mr. Hay. 
I have never 


been called into 'the presence of the King 
or his illustrious consort without finding 
them also full of friendship for the coun- 
try I represent. The King's Instincts for 


e^ are unerring and his genius for 


conciliation perfect, as he has shown the 
world in rer.Rnt weeks." 


Before concluding Mr. Choate paid a 


tribute to Whitelaw Reid, his successor 
as Ambassador at the court of St. James, 
and read from his recent speech In New 
York as a worthy introduction of 'the 
new Ambassador. 
He .said the British 


people would find that his successor and 
old friend had been a lifelong advocate 
of friendly relations between Great Brit- 
ain and the United States. . . . 


Mr. Choate will be formally called to 


the bench of the middle temple on'May 
9, when it Is expected King Edward, who 
s also a bencher, will be present.

Employers Not Ready 


to Make Big 


Fight. 


SAN FEANCISCO, May 6.-I hear rumors that the angry 


fight promoters are about to hit back at William Greer Harri- 
son and the Olympic Club. It was Harrison and the Olympics 
who stirred up the Grand Jury to go after the so-called "ama- 
teur" clubs and put a stop to their exhibitions, and now the 
charge is made that the Olympic Club, itself, which is supposed 
particularly to represent the high class rules of amateur sports, ' 
has broken those rules in a way to render it liable to expulsion 
from the amateur associations of the country. 


The so-called "amateur" prize fighters worked up a sort 


of union 'among themselves. They fixed a certain rate under 
which they would go into the ring to hammer and maul one 
another. Any club that wanted their services had to meet that' 
rate. Even in some of the charity performances the regular 
union charges were made. And now it is asserted that when 
the Olympic Club gave its boxing nights it employed many of 
these pugilists at the regular wage scale. 


No amateur is supposed to engage in sport for money. To 


do so renders him liable to expulsion from the amateur, ranks. 
A club offering money prizes is not eligible as an amateur or- 
ganization. 
And now if the Olympic Club has been guilty of 


violating the rule against offering money prizes, some of the 
eastern writers on sports, like Caspar Whitney, are apt to take 
up the matter and have the Olympic Club very harshly criti- 
cised by other amateur organizations. . 


Of course, the word "amateur" has been badly abused in 


many of the clubs of the country. When these clubs have offer- 
ed prizes in athletic events the prizes have had a certain mon- 
etary value, and there has been some sort of an understanding 
that these prizes might be pawned or sold back to the people 
from whom they were purchased. 
Of course this has been 


merely a subterfuge. There is no moral difference in giving an 
athlete $50 in money and in giving him a prize that he can sell 
for $50 and pocket the proceeds. But, according to the fight 
promoters, the Olympic has not. even indulged in this, subterfuge 
but has paid the regular, wage scale of-the fighters' union.

He has had a scrap 
with Schmitz every few months, and so was considered quite the 
man to lead the ticket in the effort to get Schmitz out,of .office. 
He has quite a wide personal popularity, and Schmitz must 
have regarded him as a dangerous opponent. 
. 


There seems to be a general idea that McDougald is now out 


of it, though he did nothing very'wrong. The fact that he had 
been accepting the checks of Smith when the charter says that \ 
he must not do so has been a. knock-out blow to his aspirations. 
To be sure, he has kept all the money of the city except the $15,- 
000 that Deputy Devoto paid out on the bogus check given him 
by Smith. But that fact is lost sight'of in the thought that Mc- 
Dougald's office is in some way tainted by the Tax Collector's 
defalcation. 


As for Baehr, he hasn't lost any of the city's money, and 


had no very intimate connection with the office of Smith. 
But - 


the people think that he should have discovered the defalcation 
and stopped it, and the fact that he did not do so has not favored 
his aspirations for the Mayoralty.

HOME. 


As I write, everything I* In readi- 


ness for the dedication of the Nurse*' 
Home, which promise* to be a red-let- 
ter day in the annals of "Fablola His- 
tory." .. 


It began, of course, in the old days, , 


when responding to the need, of the j 
times, nursing became a dignified pro- ! 
fesslqn for women. 
Then came the 


early days of the war, 
when Mrs. 


Requa proved to be such a heroine in 
caring for the needs of the soldiers.

Nurses' Home, and she has looked af- 
ter It carefully all these years.

has realized fully the needs of the

Melvlll* E. Stone Estimate* That Uw 


Association M«ke» for Peace. 


The Associated Press has been able to 


usurp in a large measure,the functions 
of the diplomat, and I think It makes for 
universal pesce in a remarkable way.' 
Instead of public questions now passing; 
through the long arid tedious methods of 
diplomacy as -formerly, the story Is told' 
with authority by the Associated Press., 
The point of view of a country is pre- 
sented no longer by diplomatic commu- 
nication, but in the despatches of th* 
Associated -Press. 
A striking instance of this occurred 
some months ago, when a Japanese war 
vessel went into the neutral harbor of 
Chifu and captured the Rychltelni, a- 
Russian gunboat which had sought an" 
asylum rtJiero. 
pur correspondent- w*jr 
oh the Rychitelnl when the Japanese 
lieutenant and a detachment arrived, and 
was-e, person-id witness.of the. occurrence. 
His ;story appeared throughout the civil- 
ized world, and was made the subject of 
representations by Russia, through her 
ally, France. In less than a week tho: 
Japanese 'government prepared a careful 
defense of U.eir action and handed it to 
Mr. Egan. cur correspondent in Tokio, 
with a request that he send It through- 
out the worlit. It was done, and it clos- 
ed the incident. They made no effort, 
and distinctly said that they would 
make none, to send an official anrtver to 
Russia on the subject through the or- 
dinary channels of .diplomacy, but choer 
rather .to send it through the agency of 
the Associated Press. 
The authorities of the foreign offlcet. 
of the diffei-ent European governments 
recognize the independence of the ASBO-' 
elated Press, and have virtually made 
choice of it as a fomm for the discus- 
sion: of current questions of international 
interests. They recognize that telegram 
of the Associated Press, published as it 
is. throughout.the world, unless lmme«i-1 
ately expiafnod", may arouse a public sen- 
timent that; can never be met by the 
ordinary methods of dlolomacy. 
They 
reco'gnlze thst In the end It is the hlirh 
court of public opinion that must settle 
international questions, and not the Itn- 
meaiate'(3et«i-minatton of the foreign of-, 
flee of any country.

are about 400 sheep on the farm, all o£ 
the Hambouiliet breed save fourteen 
Bcotch black-faced sheep recently im- 
ported. In summer they are fed on 
rape and cabbage, 
the latter being 


ground up fine. In winter they are 
given clover hay, shredded corn fod- 
jder, oats, bran, cracked corn and oil- 
cake in eq.ua! parts. Mr. Calderwood 
gives the average weight of the rams 
of the Rambouillet flock as 225 pounds, 
the ewes about 150 pounds. Some ol 
the home-bred rams weigh 260 pounds. 
Dne of the Rambouillet lambs,

A watering trough at a convenient 


distance from the tarn is used to water 
the stock, the sheep on one side, the 
Jersey cows and farm animals, gener- 
ally mules, on the other. The separa- 
tion is made by a Page wire fence 
equally dividing the trough, which Is 
fourteen feet long by three feet wide. 
It is supplied by running pure moun- 
tain water from a spring, which is 
covered, so that it is not possible to 


fill each' of the remaining frames of 
the hive with a sheet of comb founda- 
tion. This would aid the bees grealljife, 
and also insure very straight combs 
being built, .in which the queen can 
lay -her eggs, and where the. pollen 
and honey for feeding the young bees 
will also be stored.

In Chicago a'few yea'rs ago, a friend 


of the .writer had twenty..colonies, on 
the rool' of .his .two-story house., One 
season he took from, them-three thous- 
and'pounds of liquid honey, or an.av- 
erage of one hundred and fifty pounds 
per colony.

five miles west, of Lake Michigan, near 
Garfield Park.

So it has been conclusively •; proven 


that bees can be kept - profitably in 
cities and villages, although'if .located 
in a too thickly, populated section there 
Is likely to ..be trouble, from the- bees 
stinging neighbors, and causing .other 
annoyances. Of course, the Ideal place 
is in the country, but there is rio.'good^ 
reason why many a villager or subur- 
banite should not have two or :three' 
colonies,of bees in his back-yard. They 
woxild serve as a recreation for their 
owner,: and their product as a sweet- 
ener for the whole - family.-' In: tlnie, 
the - hives-might -prove -highly-* profit- 
able and the business enlarged.

THE APPLE SCAB. 


The apple scab "is one of the most 


familiar fungous diseases. It appears 
upon apples in the shape of black 
spots And also occurs in a 
similar 


way upon the.leaves. The spores, or 
seed-like bodies, of the fungous are 
produced in great-abundance on these 
blackened spots.' They;are distributed 
far and wide by wind and rain. Those 
which lodge upon the leaves or fruits 
of apple-trees, germinate during moist 
weather by sending- .out little tubes 
and thus form" new centers for the 
development 'of " the 
disease. 
The 


growing portion.-of. the fungus con- 
sists of brownish cells which are form- 
ed just beneath,.the skin of the leaf 
or fruit, but do" not- penetrate deeply 
into the tissues. • After "the fungus has 
grown in this way for some time it 
pushes outward, breaking the skin 
On the-surface, thus exposed the smal 
oval spores 
are 
.produced. - These 


spores live over . winter on the bark 
twigs/as well as on the fallen leaves 
and fruit.—The House Beautiful.

Especially is 
availability important on light soils* 
where the greatest danger is to be ap- 
prehended from injudicious fertiliza- 
tion, yet these are the very soils 'that 
are .best adapted for many of the crop* 
mentioned, and when properly fertil- 
ized will yield large crops of such 
qanllty as to be peculiarly profitable. 


The highest possible perfection of 


quality in flavor, kcseping power for 
shipment, and other attributes that go 
.0 make up'perfection in tobacco, veg- 
etables, etc., can also be obtained most 
certainly only by supplying the plants 
with food in the right forms and from 
.deal sources as in the highest-grade 
fertilizers, like ilapes.—American Ag- 
riculturist,- March 18, 1905.

ABOUT SOIL INOCULATION. 


Many highly extravagant claims for 


inoculation are made by unscrupulous 
concerns advertising the materials for 
sale.^and -the' farmer is led to believa 
theat inoculating seeds of legumes, or 
the soil upon which they are to be 
grown,' with certain forms of bacteria. 
Is all that is required to make them 
produce enormous crops, beside won- 
derfully 
enriching 
the soil. These 


claim's are in nearly all cases very far 
beyond the truth, and many farmers 
are induced to spend money for some- 
thing which will not produce:what is 
claimed'for it. 


It "Is quite true that leguminous 


plants, 
of , which 
the 
clovers 


are 
familiar 
examples, 
require 


large 
quantities 
of 
nitrogen 
for 


their - proper 
development 
It 
!» 


also-true that through the agency ot 
certain forms of bacteria, which live on 
their • roots, these legumes can secure 
their needed nitrogen from the air in 
the soil. The bacteria live upon th» 
fine rootlets of the plants, and pro- 
duce small tubercles or nodules in 
which the nitrogen of the air is elab- 
orated into forms in which it is avail- 
able to the plants. Bach legume has 
a form 'of bacteria peculiar to itself. 
Whether this is present can be easily 
ascertained by examining the very fine 
rootlets for t-ie nodules. 


The introduction of the bacteria Is 


called inoculation. 
Such inoculation, 


however, is necessary only in locali- 
ties where the legume to be grown Is 
new to the soil. It may be effected 
either by the use of pure cultures, 
such as are advertised (if they are; 
genuine), or by scattering over thej 
fleld a small quantity 
(a 
hundred 


pounds or more per acre), of-soil from a 
fleld where the particular legume to be 
grown has been successfully produced. 
When inoculation has been once ef- 
fected, whether by nature or by arti- 
ficial means, that soil will always pro- 
duce the crop so long-as other condi- 
tions are right, even though the crop 
may be 'absent for years at a time, 
and furthermore that-soil can be-used 
to inoculate other fields. 


In Indiana, alfalfa, for Instance, Is a 


comparatively new crop, and the soil 
in most cases does not contain thn 
necessary bacteria. 
Inoculation is, 


therefore, necessary wherever the crop 
is to be grown for the nrst time. In the 
.case of cuover, however, the crop has 
been so long and so widely produced in 
the state that the bacteria must be ev- 
erywhere, and fresh inoculation is not 
necessary. 
Many farmers who find 


clover failing 
on 
their >, farms, are 


grasping.at this idea of inoculation as 
a remedy. 
They are spending good 


money for nothing. 
- . _ ' 


Wherever clover has been success- 


fully grown and now fails, or does not 
produce profitable crops, the failure is 
most likely due to a lack of mineral 
plant foods^ in available forms, or an 
imperfect physical condition of the 
soil, or both. This 'has been brought 
about by long-continued systems of 
injudicious croping, by the removal of 
all crops from the soil without,mak- 
ing any returns in the way of manures 
or fertilizers, or by poor and improper 
ttlige. 
The remedy must be sought 


for, not in Inoculation, but In the use 
of manures or fertilizers, better crop 
rotations' and better tillage.

over 5000 volumes in German. With 
these two fine collections the Univer- 
sity will have one of the largest and 
most valuable German libraries in this 
country. 
It will contain books on a 
-great variety of subjects, -but make a 
specialty of the sciences in which t"ie 
Germans are particulary proficient. 


There are over 50 books on chem- 
istry in the collection that has already 
arrived. Among them is a set of vol- 
umes on inorganic chemistry by Dam- 
mer, who is recognized by' scientists 
as one of the highest authorities on 
the subject. 


Two of the books on art are among 
the most costly in the library. They 
relate to the art and history of vases 
and vase making and contain very 
handsome colored engravings and cuts 
of noted vases. . 


A complete digest of German litera- 


ture in five volumes presents a-clear- 


• ly arranged reference library in'con- 
cise form. 


Besides'the German books there are 


-' a few in Swedish, including an 
un- 


abridged . dictionary. 
There are sev- 


. eral Russian volumes, among which 


are the complete works ot Pisemsky, 
which 
were 
ordered 
by 
Professor 
Noyes of the department of Slavic 
philology. 
A collection of ancient literature en- 


titled "Corpus Scrlptor Ecclesiasticor 
Latlnor" in the original Latin Is an- 
other very valuable acquistion. 
It 


is a complete history 
of 
the early 


Christian church by such writers as 
St. Augustine. Severius, Josephus aiul 
Ambrosius. 
This work is the 
most 


complete of its kind. 


Apart from the German library the 


University, has received *acely _a num- 
ber of books on domestic science and 
the culinary arts. 
This field is rap- 


idly broadening and the University 
library is keeping up with the newest 
and most advanced works on the'sub- 
ject. .

.AUTOMATIC BRAKES. 


Th» report of the transportation com- 
mittee was next considered. -In connec- 
tion with this a letter was read-by Presi- 
dent Robertson, which he had written in 
compliance with the request of the club 
made at the last meeting. .The letter, 
which was addressed to S. J. Taylor, 
secretary of the San Francisco, Oakland 
and San Jose Railway, called his atten- 
tion to the constant menace to the safety 
passengers on the Key route by rea- 


son of the lack of automatic brakes on 
the cars. 


The letter went on to cite two Instances 
n the history of the company when acci- 
dents have occurred, during which it was 
possible to stop the cars only after a 
jreat .deal of distance had been traversed, 
the hand brakes failing to serve as a 
prompt check. On one of these occasions 
the train ran, from 
Dwlght way to a 


point below 
Lorln 
before it could be 
stopped. On the other occasion the train 
ran a considerable 
distance along the 


trestle with broken wires lashing the 
cars and terrifying the passengers. ' 
"The people of Berkeley feel, and justly, 
:oo," said the letter, "that the prompt 
response made by them 
to the Key 
route's efforts to Install a comfortable, 
rapid, up-to-date service to and from 
:he city should secure for them, at the 
lands of the company, proper and prompt 
consideration in regard to safety appli- 
ances on the cars, so that absolute safety 
may be guaranteed to those who avail 
themselves of 
the otherwise excellent 
service." 


It was also requested that, some pro- 


vision be made at the various stations in 
Berkeley for shelter for waiting passen- 
gers, 


C. A. Sherman, In compliance with the 
president's request, reported that he had 
presented this letter to Mr. Taylor, ••who 
expressed his willingness to take it to 
the executive board of the company. He 
also stated that they were endeavoring 
to give Berkeley the best service In .their 
power, but were hampered by a difficulty 
in getting supplies, from the Bast. 


WALNUT STREET LINE.

Sherman stated further that the Wal- 


nut street line -.was. still being agitated 
.and the Key route people had stated 
their willingness to put the line through 
as.soon as the people wanted it. 
' W, H. 
Bone strongly opposed this 
movement and said the .majority of the 
property owners on Walnut -street took 
the-.same view. He said he would be 
willing to give them enough ground for 
a right of way at the rear end* of his 
lot If others would do'tlie same, anil it 
was the general opinion- MTat this was 
the most feasible plan and much super- 
ior to the scheme of a Walnut street eub- 
way which had been agitated. .

Southern Coast,

says that the new laboratory which the 
Biological Association of San Dleeo has 
provided for the zoological department 
of. the .University for the past two yean 
at Coronado beach will be moved to new 
quarters at La Jolla. 
Tire elttiens at 


La Jolla and 'Vicinity have generously 
subscribed the funds, for the new build- 
ing which will serve as temporary quar- 
ters for the laboratory. 


The building will be located at a very 
favorable spot on- Alligator Bead In A 
commanding: position overlooking the sea 
and not far distant from the famous 
ocean caves of La Jolla. It will contain 
three 
commodious laboratory rooms, 
, 
library and store room, and a larger pub- 
lic room which will soon be equipped 
with aquaria for an exhibit of living ani- 
mals, and museum cases for a type col- 
lection of the local marine fauna and 
flora. The building will 'be supplied with 
fresh and salt 
water and adequately 


equipped ,wlth laboratory furniture. 


The research work of the zoological 
department will be continued this sum- 
mer as In previous years In this new I 
cation. The laboratory will haye for Its 
use the schooner Loma, which has re- 
cently been equipped with auxiliary power 
and a 
hoisting engine for 
dredging, 
trawling and towing.

Professor C. A. Kofold has just r» 


turned from a fortnight's visit to San 
Diego, where he completed the plans for 
the building and selected the site on Al- 
ligator Head, which 1* a'part of the sys- 
tem of public parks of the city of San 
Diego,- of which La Jolla Is a suburb.

DR. CARPENTER HAKES 


A RECORD. 


In Office Only One Day and Finds 


Some Terrible Cases of Cruelty 


to* Animals.

DR. THOMAS CARPENTER. 


. ALAMEDA, 
Kay 
«.—Dr. Thomas 


Carpenter, the well known and ener- 
getic City Veterinary and Food In- 
spector of Alameda, who was on 
Thursday chosen as President of the 
Oakland Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty of Aniinals of Alameda county, 
and who tendered his resignation yes- 
terday, owing to press of other' duties,- 
among -which is that, of acting as Vet- 
erinary for the Society, distinguished 
himself during his one flay term of 
office by making two sensational ar- 
rests in Fruitvaie. 


The arrests were made by Dr. Car- 
penter yesterday\ afternoon when he 
carne upon an atrocious case of cruel- 
ty to two horses which were being 
employed In grading operations at one 
of the camps of the Eastern Company 
of Oakland at Twenty-third and Sheay 
streets. The animals were being work- 
ed 
while their collars reeked with 


blood and discharge, from 
frightful, 
running ' sores on the necks of the 
beasts. 


The doctor was driving with his 


wife ana two lady friends at the time; 
and when he arrested tw.o of the labor- 
ers and took'possession of the abused 
horses he was obliged to send the la- 
dies home on a trolley car. The pris- 
oners who gave their names as Thos. 
Garcia and A. Platlna, were booked 
at the Alameda City Prison on charges 
of cruelty to animals, while the horses 
were led to the Alameda Stables on 
Park street. 


One of the animals had three large 
sores -under its collar, one being over 
three Inches In diameter. The other 
horse -was in almost as bad a condition, 
and the collars of both, which will be 
used In evidence, -were covered -with 
Mood. 
One or the animals was in 
such distress that when the Veterinary 
touched its sore neck in the stables It 
kicked at him with one of its fore- 
feet, catching its hoof in Dr. Carpen- 
ter's overcoat. 
. 


The defendants claim that they are 
not to blame, for working the horses 
in, ^the condition in which they were 
found, as they declare they were sent 
out by the foreman of- the gang. Dr. 
Carpenter stated that complaints may 
be lodged against some of the officials 
of the Eastern.Comapny. 


RETURNS HOME. 


ALAMEDA, May «.—Professor 
Al- 
bert Koebele, the noted entomologist, 
who has been in the employ for some 
years of the government at Hawaii, 
has returned to his home on Regent 
street after spending a year- in im- 
portant anoT successful researches In 
Australia. He has .found a Uriy insect 
which feeds on the eggs'of the insect 
pest introduced some years ago from 
the Antipodes, and which Is beginning 


to play havoc with the eugar «a»e 
plantations on the Islands.. 


Professor Koebele has met with won- 
derful success • In pitting one Insect 
against another, to weed out obnox- 
ious pests which threatened the agri- 
cultural interests of the islands, and 
his. latest achievement Is a triumph 
which will be the means of saving un- 
told thousands to the sugar Interest* 
ol Hawaii. 


It was Kortele who jsayed the orange 
groves of CiJifornia a number of yean 
ago-,by importing a tiny lady-bug, 
known to science as Vidalla Cardinal!*, 
to feed upon the cottony cushion ecale. 
Since transferring his field of (den- 
tine labors to Hawaii he has been no 
less marvelously successful In seeking 
out the natural enemies of injurious 
insect pestg. 
. At one time a peculiar beetle Infeit- 
ed the pine apple groves on the Haw- 
aiian'.Islands, and all ordinary, meas- 
ures for the Irradication of the p«»t 
failing, while fortunes were endanger- 
ed by the ravages of the Lilliputian 
scourge, 
Professor Koebele was ap- 
pealed to, and not in vain. 
In India be discovered a similar bee- 


tle, infected with a disease which was 
wiping1 out the Insect in myriads. He 
imported a iruantlty of the Indian fees- 
ties, which were distributed on the 
plantations. The imported 
be*tl«s 


soon inoculated with their disease 
the insects which were proving BUch 
a scourge on the Islands, ana wtlle 
^very other agency had previously met 
with failure, Koebele's expedient treed 
the entire pine apple groves of the 
minute destroying hordes.
